Bombers in China 

News of the organization of an American 
bomber command in China, commanded by 
Colonel Caleb V. Maynes, is the first heartening 
news from that front in weeks. But the nation 
will wait to see what the practical results will 
be in terms of action. 

Too often these organizations have been set 
up chiefly for their moral effect, with the 
following disillusionment and disappointment. 
Great Britain has not been the only country to 
put too little too late into action.

one. Her government has injured rather than abetted the Allied 
cause and the score against her is so great that she can expect 
little sympathetic treatment when we come to write the final peace 
after the victory we regard as inevitable ultimately.

OUR NAVAL STRENGTH GROWING: 
(From the McDonough Advertiser) 


Americans should be encouraged by evidence 
of increasing naval strength. Our new warships 
are gradually beginning to affect the strategy of 
the Japanese war and this is important. As Ray- 
mond Clapper says, before we can hope to wage 
effective land campaigns we must regain superi- 
ority on the seas and possess bases vital to ‘our 
supply routes. 

When the Japanese attacked Pearl Harbor, 
the United States was “building a fleet much 
larger than its existing units. This explains why 
Japan could not delay her effort. As the ships 
come into service, they stole a march on the 
world. 

The naval strength of Japan was a mystery. 
The nine battleships of the disarmament treaty 
were augmented, it is believed, by five others. 
In cruisers the Japs were ahead of us but we 
had more destroyers and, possibly submarines. 
In carriers the Japanese stole a march on the 
world and surprising strength in this category 
has been a major factor in Japanese successes. 

The steady expansion of Japanese offensives 
present heavier responsibilities. The Jap fleet 
must. guard Japan and safeguard the sea routes 
to Australia and India, as well as protect island 
bases that stand as sentinels in the Pacific.

On the mistakem side of the ledger it is possible to count a 
number of important military benefits over and above the present 
situation in Libya which would have accrued to the Allies otherwise: 

With the forces at hand, France would have been able to wipe 
out the Italian army that was located in adjacent territory in 
Africa—an army that was used by the Germans as a nucleus for 
all subsequent operations there. What the British did to the 
Italians with more limited forces is sufficient proof of this. The 
entire African situation would now have been well under control 


with no threat of Nazi opposition in that quarter. 
Dispositions regarding the French fleet would

have been far different. The British navy, 
augmented by war vessels of the French, would probably have liqui- 
dated the Italian fleet altogether by now, and it is not ‘at all 
impossible that Italy herself might have been knocked out of the 
war long before now. 

These developments might have had a persuasive influence on 
the position of Turkey with her 2,000,000 well-armed men, result- 
ing in the Ankara government throwing its forces on the side of 
the Allies. In any event, the whole Middle Eastern situation would 
have been far stronger today than it is. 

But perhaps the most important contribution the French decision 
to quit the war made to the Axis cause concerns the conflict in 
the Pacific. There are reasons to doubt that Japan would have 
ever embarked on her treachery in the South Pacific had not the 
Vichy governmeng, playing into Axis hands, paved the way by 
quietly agreeing to the movement of hundreds of thousands of Jap 
troops into French Indo-China, from where the assault on Malaya 
and Singapore was made. 

Had the British been forewarned by the French of the Japanese 
Indo-China move, they at least would have had time to send rein- 
forcements to the. region for its protection. The Japs were there 
in force before we knew much about it and the December 7 blow 
was struck. 

Finally, it is doubtful that the French people would have heen 
any worse off today if the Germans had occupied the entire country. 
What remains of unoccupied France is about as much under the 


Nazis’ heel as the occupied sections. 

The French made a sad mistake on that day of June 17, 1940, 
when Marshal Petain ignored the pleas of the British and refused 
to transfer the seat of government to North Africa.

Most of our people have heard Washington’s propaganda slogan: 
“Give up luxuries now, so you will have luxuries after the war.” 


What are luxuries? Most of the things we consider necessary to 
comfortable living would have seemed luxuries to our parents, and 
would now seem luxuries to nine-tenths of the world’s people. 

Whatever name they are given, we must choose between ha\ ing 
them now or later—clinging to them a little while longer and then 
losing them forever, or doing without for a little while to make 
sure of having them the rest of our lives. 

The child and the improvident, unable to see beyond present 
desire, will choose today’s pleasure; those blessed with understand- 
ing will deny themselves now to insure future abundance. So the 
farmer gives up a bushel of corn in the spring in order to gain a 
harvest of many bushels in the fall. 

Giving up things that are needed to make war is not a lose but 
an investment, and the profit will be the greatest in mankind's 
history. By surrendering luxuries for a little while. we get our 
reward in freedom and security and a decent world for ourselves 
and our children. 

What is our most-prized luxury? It is a thing called freedam— 
the right to do as we please under self-imposed law. It is not a 
necessity, for people can live after a fashion without it. 

Are we tought enough to give it up for the duration? Have we 
the necessary foresight and character and self-confidence and faith 
in the soundness and endurance of our institutions? 

Nobody can force us to give it up if we all rebel. It is a@ 
sacrifice we must impose upon ourselves, in the manner of free men. 
It is a discipline we must accept, as the soldier accepts it—not a 
thing to endure under protest, as a slave endures chains. but a 
submission to necessary rules, as athletes submit to the rules of 
training. 

The childishly selfish and the arrogant who feel superior to 
soldiers will cry out against every restraint and restriction. You 
will hear them howl: “They can’t do this to me! They are de- 
stroying democracy! This is Hitlerism!” 

Ah, well; take your choice. Be a civilian soldier, proudly serv- 
ing in harness wherever you can serve most, or refuse to co-operate 
if you can’t boss.

Intrigued by the 
native cape jasmine, he cultivat- 
ed the plants, and sent back to 


Scotland and other European lands 


rare specimen of this cherished 
southern flower. Whereupon the 
Swedish botanist bestowed the 
named gardenia upon this now fa- 
mous flower in honor of Dr. Gar- 
den. And so for nearly 200 years 
the gardenia has borne the name 
of this pioneer South Carolina 
botanist and physician. 

“By the way, I almost forgot to 
say that in gathering gardenias a 
sharp instrument Should be used 
Never break the limbs. This def- 
initely injures the plant and pre- 
vents future blooming.” 

I have heard another 
about the name, gardenia. This 
story to the effect that John 
Wesley, during his engagements in 
Savannah, visited Charleston, and 
on hearing about the work of Dr 
Garden, named the flower for him.

gia farmers and 4-H Club members 
are today $19,000 richer as a re- 
sult of egg marketing sales this | 
spring and summer, the Agri- 
cultural Extension Service report- 
ed today. 

R. J. Richardson, extension poul- | 
try marketing specialist, said 9, 000 | 
cases totaling 22 cars were sold, 
bringing $75,000, or $19,000 above | 
the local market price. 


These marketings dating from | 
January of this year include 3,400 | 
cases belonging to 4-H Club.-mem- | 
countywide | 
sales, and 3,200 cases sold through | 


bers, 2,400 cases in 
assistance of the Agricultural Mar- 
keting Administration. 

Richardson said 41 counties re- 
ported as participating in the egg 
sales, 

Through the 4-H marketing plan, 
the club members grade, candle, 
and package eggs, and are thus 
able to sell their product for more 
than the current local market 
price, the extension service spe- 
clalist explained. 

Eggs are collected at the farm- 
er’s door and he is paid when they 
leave the farm. County and home 
demonstration agents for the ex- 
tension service help supervise the 
egg marketing programs in their

WASHINGTON, Wednesday.—I am becoming very familiar with 
the forms and applications which have to be filled out by people 
who desire to find some way of being useful to their government 
in the present crisis. Some of the people who 
turn up in Washington are able to support 
themselves and only wish to find some place 
where they can contribute their efforts. Others 
must have a salary. Still others wish to be in 
the armed forces. If they can not achieve actual 
combat service of some kind, they want at least 
to feel they are a part of the war effort, serving 
in some civilian capacity in the government. 

I think there must be a certain amount of a 
duplication in the information which is finally ee 
gathered on the various seekers of “opportu- Sa 
nity.” Occasionally some of the questions ap- ‘<3 Misco ‘ ‘i 
pear to be rather amusing and not to have much i #2 eo #me® ® 
bearing on the ability actually to do the job in hand. I can see why 
a certain amount of information about people’s personalities is nec- 
essary, but occasionally I feel we allow people rather little leeway 
as to privacy in their private lines. 

I saw a decision in the papers the other day announced by Ad- 
miral King for the Navy, which points the way to a similar action 
perhaps for some of the rest of us. I wonder if we could al! cut 
down in half the paper work we do. Admiral King thinks it will 
make it easier to fight the war. I think it might save everyone 
hours of time. 

My decision to accept the opinion of the Treasury Department 
on joint income tax returns has brought me one of the most amus- 
ing editorials. They wonder how I dare to set myself up as a tax 
expert, and why I talk about something when I s0 obviously ‘dis- 
agree in my final decision with many people who know much more 
about the subject.

Green beans, 
lima beans, carrots, corn, okra, 
peas, squash had been successfully 
dried by Miss Lanier’s staff.

Some High Points on Drying. 
“In drying, it is important to 
blanch food at an even tempera- 
ture. Blanching may be done by 
steaming or by plunging into boil- 
ing water, or by pressure cook- 
ing. Blanching by steam is pref- 
erable to the hot water method. 
Steaming leaves the vegetable high 
in vitamin and mineral content. 
To steam vegetables for drying: 


Put inch of water in a large con-| 


tainer: place prepared vegetables 
on rack inside small container set 
inside large one. No water touches 
the vegetable, but steam should 
circulate all around it. Cover the 
big kettle with a close-fitting lid 
and count steaming time _ after 
water comes to a boil and kettle 
is full of steam. 

Vegetables may be dried in the 
sun, but it is necessary to have a 


circulation of air under and above | 
the products drying. They need to. 


be put on a rack with a clean cloth 
under and above, such as cheese- 
cloth, which lets the air through. 
After drying in the sun, the prod- 


uct should be placed in the oven | 


for a few minutes to kill any small 
If you dry in 
the oven, start the temperature at 
110 to 120 degrees and gradually 
increase the heat up to 140 to 155. 
Dry the vegetables until
